But when you stop and think about 
it, this go slow approach is rather 
refreshing. Our whole nation for the 
past couple of decades seems to be 
hell-bent on solving all of our many 
problems overnight. And the chief 
result so far has been creating more 
problems than we solve. 
By and large, Briscoe has quietly 
gone about the job of making Texas 
a good governor. He has done this 
without the 
normal 
bickering 
between the top elected officials of 
the state and without leading us in 
and out of one crisis after another. 
Unfortunately, this low-key ap­ 
proach to our state government will 
probably mean low voter interest in 
this election. It may take local and 
district races to bring out the voters 
in any number. And this is always 
dangerous because special interest 
groups always have the edge when 
the voter turnout is low.

Since 1972, $2,506.17 hts 
been received from the sale 
of the waste paper. 
Prior to Public School Open 
House activities in March, 
1972, members of the second 
grade classes decided on an 
ecology project to recycle 
waste papers. They brought 
papers to the school which 
were later taken to the BCD 
office. 
The second grade has 
continued this project and 
each week they weigh their 
papers. So far this year they 
have collected 776 pounds. 
A special fenced in area has 
been built on the lot behind 
the BCD office in the 300 
Block east of South Central. 
The trailers are parked here 
and when filled they are 
taken to Celotex. Special days 
are designated to receive 
paper at the plant. 
When more paper was 
needed at Celotex than was 
being collected at the BCD, 
the plant began buying from 
school groups from Asper­ 
mont, Old Glory and Roby. 
Little League members 
have started a collection and 
Ralph Ferguson has placed a 
trailer at McCoy Funeral 
Home for this group. Adults 
working with the baseball 
program are urging the Little 
League players to take an 
active part in collecting 
papers. 
Mrs. L. C. Bonds, secretary- 
m an ager of the BCD, said 
that the moat consistent 
contributors to the drive are 
older people who do not have 
children at home. One lady, 
she said, is over 80 years old 
and no longer takes a paper 
because she cannot see to

Since it is less than a month until 
the first Democratic Primary it is 
about time to begin giving con­ 
sideration to what candidates to 
support. 
In some races the choice may be 
difficult to make, but it would seem 
to me that the choice is an easy one 
in the race for governor. Since Dolph 
Briscoe will be seeking his second 
term in that office, I can see no 
reason not to support him for it. 
While admittedly, he has not been 
one of our more glamorous gover­ 
nors, he has done a good job. 
Probably his low-key approach to 
this office has been one of his major 
assets. 
Under his administration we seem 
to 
be going 
quietly 
about 
the 
business of running the affairs of 
state without going from one crisis 
to the next. Many special interest 
groups, I am sure feel that he is 
either going too slow or not doing 
enough. 
But when you stop and think about 
it, this go slow approach is rather 
refreshing. Our whole nation for the 
past couple of decades seems to be 
hell-bent on solving all of our many 
problems overnight. And the chief 
result so far has been creating more 
problems than we solve. 
By and large, Briscoe has quietly 
gone about the job of making Texas 
a good governor. He has done this 
without the 
normal 
bickering 
between the top elected officials of 
the state and without leading us in 
and out of one crisis after another. 
Unfortunately, this low-key ap­ 
proach to our state government will 
probably mean low voter interest in 
this election. It may take local and 
district races to bring out the voters 
in any number. And this is always 
dangerous because special interest 
groups always have the edge when 
the voter turnout is low. 
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The Church is God s appointed agency in this world 


for spreading the knowledge of His love for man and 


of His demand for man to respond to that love by 


loving his neighbor. Without this grounding in the 


love of God, no government or society or way of life 


will long persevere and the freedoms which we hoid 


so dear will inevitably perish. Therefore, even from 


a selfish point of view, one should support the Church 


for the sake of the welfare of himself and his family. 


Beyond that, however, every person should uphold 


and participate in the Church because it tells the truth 


about man's life, death and destiny; the truth which 


alone will set him free to live as a child of God.

Since 1972, $2,506.17 has 
been received from the sale 
of the waste paper. 
Prior to Public School Open 
House activities in March, 
1972, members of the second 
grade classes decided on an 
ecology project to recycle 
waste papers. They brought 
papers to the school which 
were later taken to the BCD 
office. 
The second grade has 
continued this project and 
each week they weigh their 
papers. So far this year they 
have collected 776 pounds. 
A special fenced in area has 
been built on the lot behind 
the BCD office in the 300 
Block east of South Central. 
The trailers are parked here 
and when filled they are 
taken to Celotex. Special days 
are designated to receive 
paper at the plant. 
When more paper was 
needed at Celotex than was 
being collected at the BCD, 
the plant began buying from 
school groups from Asper­ 
mont, Old Glory and Roby.
